The bequest will ‘‘not exceed $450,000” according to the 
provisions of Mr. Cronhardt’s will. 
Although the estate is 
I estimated to be worth close to one million dollars the Gettys- 
I burg seminary will not receive more than $450,000. 
Honor Unknown Here 
Officials at the seminary and the college this morning said 
they were not acquainted with the late Charles Cronhardt. 
He never attended Gettysburg college or seminary and is not 
known in local church circles. 
It is the belief of those high in authority at the seminary 
that the late Mr. Cronhardt must have been “a prominent 
Lutheran, interested in the future progress of the church and 
| its institutions and an especial and unknown friend of Get- 


I tysburg seminary.” 
First announcement that the seminary shares in the 
I greater part of the late Mr. Cronhardt’s estate came with the 
tiling of the will in the orphans’ court, at Baltimore, Wednes­ 
day, followed by official notification to the seminary authori­ 
ties this morning. 
Dr. John Aberly, president of the seminary, and other of­ 
ficials of the institution, were first notified of the bequest by 
a reporter for The Gettysburg Times. 
Officials at the insti­ 
tution expressed their surprise when told that the seminary 
would receive $450,000. 
Later this morning Doctor Aberly 
received the official notice from the Baltimore attorney of 
the late Mr. Cronhardt. 
Is Large Estate 
The will will be admitted to probate and letters on the es­ 
tate will be granted in a few days, the seminary was advised. 
It is not known how large the estate is but Attorney Michel 
expressed the belief that when the executors dispose of se­ 
curities and collect mortgages due the estate ‘‘there will be 
sufficient funds to meet all legacies.” 
Regardless of the extent of the estate the seminary will not 
receive more than $450,000. 
lf the estate totals less than 
$900,000 the seminary will receive one-half.

Bystanders Are “Shields” 
The bandits parked their car near 
the rear door of the bank, and bran­ 
dishing machine guns, ordered the 
thirty-one 
employes 
and about 
twenty-five customers to raise their 
hands. They seized several persons 
in the lobby to prevent guards from 
firing. 
While some of the robbers rifled 
the cages, one of them took H. C. ! 
Fisher, assistant cashier, back to 
the main vault, forced him to open 
it and pass out the money. 
Tom Walters, bank guard, was in 
his cage overlooking the bank lobby 
during the proceedings. 
He was 
spotted by the bandits on their en­ 
try and a machine gun was trained 
on the shatter-proof glass. It was 
struck In a dozen places but no I 
bullet pierced it.

Cotton production would be lim­ 
ited to 9,500,000 ordinary bales un­ 
der the bill, allocated among the 
states and counties.
